Break- 
fast bacon put up in fancy jars re than if 
it is cut off the piece. Another thing, the modern 
housewife is not baking as much bread as formerly, 
in fact the art of bread-making is a lost art to most 
women, mother preferring the baked article in- 
stead.” 


Package Foods are Economical. - 

Now, there may be a Whole lot of trath ia all 
this, but will the modern housewife recommend a 
return to the old ideals? Saniterians are very wiso- 
ly/admonishing us to buy foods im original pack- 
ages, and this_advice is generally being observed 
for hygeenic, If for no other reasons, so, if the 
housewife is getting “stung” she seems to like it 
for we keep right on buying and paying for paper, 
card-board and tin containers. 

Of course there is a saving in buying goods in 
Ddulk—bat it is simply an imaginary saving. In 
Dulk goods we must be ever on the alert for dirt, 
dust, insects and carelessness in handling. In the 
wrapped or package article this is obviated. The 
goods are clean, and that's worth something. Then 
there is economy in buying package foods for they 

“an be used away down to the bottom of the con- 
talner apd there is no waste, In buying the hygen;c 
article we have positive assurance that absolute 
purity characterizes the goods in course of prepa- 
ration; that they were immune, while in the store 
from all contamination, and that human bands 
never touched them from the time they were receiv- 
ed in the raw state, from the grower or producer, 
until they were packed and ready for the tablc. 
And, when perfect health rests in the purchases for 
one’s home, one naturally elects to pay the advance 
in price, which, in other words, simply means the 
cost of the labor required to appease our demands. 
And s0, if the package article enters in any way into 
the high Cost of living, it is owing to the election 
of the purchaser. It is up to the housewives to 
elect their preference. $ 

Our Standard of Living Raised. 

In an address before the, American 
Association, Senator Burton of Ohio, sald: 

“The chief reasons’ for the high cost of living 
are first, the increased wants and desires of every- 
one of us from the richest’ to the poorest: second, 
the increasing inequality between the development 
of ‘different ‘industries owing partyl to the fact that 
though you and I receive more, for our labor than 
ever before, we receive less in proportion to what

Vatied—ts. for 100 miles, and 1d. 
extra for any additional part of 100 
miles, besides special extra fees in 
the case of letters to and from Scot- 
land and Ireland.

; Two sheets meant double postage, 
} and three sheets treble.

The Evolution of Civilization Has Wrongh 


Many Changes in ( in Our Mode of Living. 
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By JAMES H. DeLAMERE 


(All Rights Reserved.) 
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The prices we paid for our Christmas dinner 
last year would have made our ancestors gasp. 
Four centuries ago a good fat ox cost between 11s. 
and 12s. Half a century later the finest ox in 
England brought but £2. In 1500 a fat goose could 


be obtained for four pence, but by the end of the-- 


century 1s, 2d. was the price. One could get pig- 
eons three for a penny, while exgs were not sold 
by the dozen but by the hundred, and 6d. bougnt 
them. 

In Stafford’s Dialogue of 1681 the Knight 
says:—"I could buy the best. pig for 4d., a good 
capon for 2d. or 4d." 
for a master stonemason got about 58. a week, an‘ 
and ordinary laborer 4s. 


Ever since the world of barter and trade began 


there have been periods of increasing prices. 18 
the time of Solon, an ox in Athens, Gteece, cost 
5 drachmas or nearly 5 shillings; a sheep cost 1 
dracoma; a bushel of corn 1 drachma. Within 200 
years from that date the prices rose from five to 
twenty times those emounts. During the time of the 
Roman gorernment, cattle and corn increased many 
fold. Four hundred years B.C., a sheep sold for 
7 pence 3 farthings. At the begiauing of the Chrit 
tlan era the price of a sheep was 25 shillings, and 
meat prices have been fluctuating: up and down the 
price barometer ever since. , 
Mr. “Bob” Oliphant, of R. Oliphant and Son, 
the Bridge Street Meat and Provision merchants, 
remarked to the writer in response to the query “Do 
you think meat will ever be lower in price than it 
is today?” “I don't think so. Meat is one of the 
moat staple commodities of our dally menu, and 1s 
higher right now than it ever has been in the history 
of the world. Nor is this all—it bids fair to go still 
higher. There is a reason for all tings, and there 
must me a reason for the enormous advance in the 
cost of beef production. We have today upon this 
continent a population numbering millions more 
than we had ten years ago. The great grazing 
lands of the West are disappearing fast, while the 
population. is increasing every day. Most of those 
vast tracts have been taken up by tillers of the soil 
who are not raising hogs and cattle, consequently 
we have not the breeding srounds we formerly 
It Costs More to Raise Cattle. 


“An Increased population makes an increased 
demand. Increased demand should create an in- 
creased supply, but, statistics tell us that instead 
of an Increase of livestock, we have a decrease. On 
the other hand, what with the sheep pastures and 
grazing grounds gone, the farmers and feeders 
are compelled to pay from one-third to one-half 
more for feeding and housing their cattle than they 
used to do.- 

“Added to this comes the cost of foodstuffs 
such as fatten cattle, viz. corn, cottonseed, meal 
and ‘bran, together with the high price of hay—and 
hay was never higher than it was in 1914. So it 
is but a natural consequence that there is a forced 
increase in the price of meat. Supply and demand 
has ever been and will be the golden rule that wil! 
govern the vast industry of beef and pork produc- 
tion.” 

Added Cost’in, Handling Meat. 

Everyone who contributes in any way in the 
handling of and caring for cattle must of necessity 
recelve some recompense for their services and 1- 
bor. And labor today is higher than ever before. 
‘Transportation rates are higher, so it costs niore to 
g¢t the meat to market. 

The consumer today wants more by way of bet- 
ter sanitation in the slaughtering, and the added 


expenditure upon the part of the purveyor to pro- . 


duce clean, wholesome meat is no small item. This 
must also be added to the cost. Every modern con- 
venience and labor saving appliance that science 
has invented for the purpose of the 1 ing of the 


But wages balanced prices, - 








handling of meat is in vogue in every great abattoir, 
and when the meats are finally loaded upon the 
wagons to bring them to the retailer and consumer, 
the meat is just as pure and sweet and clean as if 
it had been prepared in one’s own kitchen—anJd 
probably more so, for it is wrapped in sanitary con- 
tainers, within which is waxed parchment to protect 
the food from dirt, dust, insects, and other con- 
taminating influence. 

With this extreme ‘care there is more expense 


" added to the cost of the article, bu: it is reduced to 


such a minimum through the system of hanJling, 
that the consumer pays for less in proportion than 
the Cost would be were the goods prepared at home. 


Buying Cheap and Selling Dear. 

If we could buy in the cheapest and sell in the 
dearest market, what a happy condition of affairs 
it would be. But such conditions could never 2b- 
thin. No consumer loves high prices. They are, 
however, the delight of every producer, and, as we 
are all producers, except the idle, the pauper and 
the helpless, each person strives to obtain for his 
product, whether it be labor or goods, az much as 
possible. 

But there is one thing we-cannot do, and that 
is sell our goods at high prices and buy our neig.- 
bor’s cheaply at the same time. We must give and 
take on this proposition, because buying in the 
cheapest and selling In-the dearest market is a 
theory and not a condition; for the moment we all 
become purchasers in the cheapest markets,- the 
prices go up, and the dream is never realized. 


Little Cause for Com 


The cost of living in Europe is & more distress- 
ful problem than in this country, for the mass of 
population is such as to over-fill the labor market, 
with the net result in ten years of twice the advance 
in othen priées than {s obtained by labor. Wages 
have risen 12 per cent., while the prices of goods 
have advanced 22 per'cent. It is a fact that we 
folks on this side of ‘the pond” are today the best 
fed people in the world, and it does not take the im- 
migrant long,to realize that Canada is indeed the 
land of promise, and that its citizens have very 
little of which to complain—that is in the matter 
of real trouble or privation. 

Advanced civilization brings increased expens- 
es. It doesn’t coat the Fiji Islander as much to 
live as you or I, but we wouldn’t exchange places 
with him. He has no schools, few clothes, no music, 
no art, nor any of the graces of life. Reform costs 
money. We pay for what we get today, and if we 
are good buyers we get what we pay for, and unless 
there is an abnormal) scarcity in production the cost 
of living will be no more than what the average 
man can afford. 

Domestic Economy Campaign. 

Years ago the special needs of the nome were 
ignored in the realms of newspaperdom. News, sin- 
gle and compound, was given, but the home and its 
demands seemed to be considered a subject beyond 
the influence of journalism.

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HE ENORMOUS ADVANGE IN WH 


By JAMES H. DeLAMERE 
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The prices we paid for our Christmas dinner 
last year would have made our ancestors gasp. 
Four centuries ago a good fat ox cost between 11s. 
and. 12e. Half a century later the finest ox In 
England brought but £2. In 1500 a fat goose could 
be obtained for four pence, but by the end of the 
century 1s. 2d. was the price. One could get pig- 
eons three for a penny, while eggs were not sold 
by the dozen but by the hundred, and 6d. bougnt 
them. 

In Stafford’s Dialogue of 1581 the Knight 
says:—"I could buy the best pig for 4d., a good 
capon for 2d. or 4d." But wages balanced prices, 
for a master stonemason got about 5s. a week, an? 
and ordinary laborer 4s. 

Ever since the world of barter and trade began 
there have been periods of incfeasing prices. In 
the time of Solon, an ox In Athens, Greece, enst 
5 drachmas or nearly 5 shillings; a sheep cost 1 
dracama; a bushel of corn 1 drachma. Within 203 
years from that date the prices rose from five to 
twenty times those zmounts. During the time of the 
Roman government, cattle and corn increased many 
fold. Four hundred years B.C., a sheep sold for 
7 pence 3 farthings, At the beginaing of the Chris 
tian era the price of a sheep was 25 shillings, and 
Ineat prices have been fluctuating up and down the 
price barometer ever since. 

Mr. “Bob” Oliphant, of R. Oliphant and Son, 
the Bridge Street Meat and Provision merchants, 
remarked to the writer in response to the query “Do 
you think meat will ever be lower In price than it 
is today?" “I don’t think so. Meat is one of the 
moat staple commodities of our daily menu, and 13 


_ higher right now than it ever has been In the history 


of the world. Nor is this all—it bids fair to go still 
tigher. There {3 a reason for all things, and there 
must me a reason for the enormous advance in the 
cost of beef production. We have today upon this 
continent «a population numbering: millions more 
than we-had ten years ogo. The great grazing 
lands of the West ure disappearing fast, while the 
population is increasing every day. Most of those 
Vast tracts have‘been taken up by tillers of the soil 
who are not raising hogs and cattle, consequently 
we have not the breeding grounds we formerly 
had. 


It Costs More to Raise Cattle. 


“An increased population makes an increased 
demand. Increased demand should create an in- 
ereased supply, but statistica tell us that instead 
of an iucrease of livestock, we have a decrease. On 
the other hand, what with the sheep pastures and 
grazing grounds gene, the farmers and feeders 
are compelled to pay from one-third to one-half 
more for feeding and housing their cattle than they 
used to do. . 

“Added to this comes the cost of foodstuffs 
such af fatten cattle, viz., corn, cottonseed, meal 
and bran, together with the high price of hay—and 
hay: was never higher than it was in 1914. So it 
is but a natural consequence that there is a forced 
increase in the price of meat. Supply and demand 
has ever been and will be the golden rule that will 
govern the vast industry of beef and pork produc- 
tion.”* 

Added Cost in Handling Meat. 

Everyone who contributes in any way in the 
handling of and caring for cattle must of necessity 
receive some recompense for their services and 1a- 
bor. And labor today is higher than ever before. 
‘Transportation rates are higher, so It costs more to 
‘g/t the meat to market. 

The consumer today wants more by way of bet- 


- ter sanitation in the slaughtering, and the added 


expenditure upon the part of the purveyor to pro- 
duce clean, wholesome meat is no small item. This 
must also be added to the cost. Every modern coi”

Baying Cheap and Selling Dear. 


If we could buy in the cheapest and sell in the 
dearest market, what a happy condition of affairs 
it would be. But such conditions could never »b- 
tain. No consumer loves high prices. They are, 
however, the delight of every producer, and, as we 
are all producers, except the idle, the pauper and 
the helpless, each person strives to obtain for his 
product, whether it be labor or goods, a: much as 
possible. 

But there is one thing we cannot do, and that 
is sell our goods at high prices and buy our neig.- 
bor’s cheaply at the same time. We must give and 
take on this proposition, because buying in the 
cheapest and selling In the dearest market is a 
theory and not a condition; for the moment we all 
become purchasers in the cheapest markets, the 
prices go up, and the dream is never realized. 


Little Cause for Complaint, 


The cost of living in Europe is a more distress- 
fh problem than in this country, for the mass of 
population is such as to over-fill the labor market, 
with the net result in ten years of twice the advance 
in other prices than Is obtained by labor. Wages 
kave risen 12 per cent., while the prices of goods 
have advanced 22 per cent. It is a fact that we 
folks on this side of “the pond” are today the best 
fed people in the world, and it does not take the im- 
migrant long to realize that Canada is indeed the 
land of promise, and that its citizens have very 
little of which to complain—that is in the matter 
of real trouble or privation. 

Advanced civilization brings increased expen3- 
es. It doesn’t cost the Fiji Islander as much to 
live as you or I, but we wouldn’t exchange places 
with him. He has no schools, few clothes, no musi, 
no art, nor any of the graces of life. Reform costs 
money, We pay for what we get today, and if we 
are good buyers we get what we pay for, and unless 
there is an abnormal scarcity in production the cost 
of living will be no more than what the average 
man can afford. 

Domestic Economy Campaign. 

Years ago the special needs of the nome were 
ignored in the realms of newspaperdom. News, sin- 
gle and compound, was given, but the home and its 
demands seemed to be considered a subject beyond 
the influence of journalism. It fa different today 
The home and the arts and the sciences that affect 
its existence have special departments devoted to 
them. The recognition shows how the world his 
“moved along the progressive way. 

Any effort for the uplifting of the home is com- 
mendable, Any institution in journalism that in- 
structs, enlightens and resulta in a betterment of 
general conditions, is worthy of encouragement. 

The Belleville Ontario stands for prcgress, and 
any housewife who reads these articles morally as- 
sists In its campaign for good living and thrift in 
the home, and rlaces her shoulder to the wheel of 
evolutionary advancement.

Anlmal Doctors. 

There is more than one kind of 
animal that; when in a state of nat: 
ure, employs animals of another kind 
to protect“it from disease and other 
ills. Por instance, crocodiles ‘in the 
Nile make friends with a little bird 
called the Egyptian plover, which 
feeds on the insects that infest thelr 
Jaws, and also on the pleces of food 
that cling to their teeth. No croco- 
dile will ever harm this bird, for not 
énly does it save him from having 
bad teeth, but it prevents him from 
being considerably irritated by the 
files.
